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ANNUAL  REPORT 
For  the  year  1 962 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1962. 
The  following  subjects  merit  special  mention: 

Vital  Statistics 


The  population  figure  is  based  on  a calculation  by  the 
Registrar  General.  This  shows  a small  increase  of  28. 

The  births  are  up  by  38  and  the  deaths  by  8. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  has  increased  from 
10  to  2A.  1A  of  these  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  first 
week  from  causes  shown  in  a later  table. 

Infectious  Diseases 


There  was  no  outbreak  of  serious  infectious  disease. 

Prom  time  to  time  the  picture  was  confused  by  outbreaks 
of  what  used  to  be  called  "gastric  flu."  Laboratory  investig- 
ations failed  to  reveal  a known  specific  cause. 

A case  of  brucellosis  at  Stoke  Golding  was  notified  inform- 
ally by  a family  doctor.  Investigation  into  the  source  of  milk 
supply  (TT)  of  the  family  concerned  led,  with  the  aid  of  the 
County  Public  Health  Inspector  to  herds  in  the  Market  Bosworth 
Rural  District  and  Warwickshire  but  the  infected  animal  was  not 
discovered.  These  investigations  were  somewhat  hampered  by 
the  fact  that  the  human  illness  started  in  June,  when  the  family 
had  a holiday,  and  the  information  was  not  received  until 
October. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  increase  in  the  total  number  of  children  inoculated  in 
1961  against  this  disease  shows  signs  of  being  maintained. 
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Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 


The  demand  for  this  form  of  vaccination  remains  high. 
The  oral  method  has  been  welcomed  by  the  public. 

Tuberculosis 


The  incidence  of  new  cases  remains  low.  The  response  to 
the  offer  of  BCG  vaccination  to  teenage  school-children  remains 
good. 


The  visit  of  the  Leicestershire  Mass  Radiography  Unit  in 
the  autumn  was  not  followed  by  any  significant  increase  in 
notifications  of  tuberculosis. 

Smallpox  Vaccination 

During  January  1962  cases  of  smallpox  were  reported  in 
other  parts  of  England  and  Wales.  The  day  after  a report  of 
smallpox  in  the  Midlands  the  public  health  department  was 
inundated  with  requests  for  vaccination  against  smallpox, 
requests  for  vaccine  by  family  doctors  and  advice  regarding 
possible  infectivity  of  certain  articles  and  materials. 

The  policy  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  to  maintain  the 
arrangement  whereby  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  was 
the  channel  of  supply  and  family  doctors  used  their  discretion 
to  whom  they  administered  the  vaccine.  It  was  important  to 
ensure  that  bona  fide  travellers  requiring  International 
Certificates  should  not  be  prevented  from  journeying  through 
lack  of  International  Certificates.  At  the  same  time  attempts 
were  made  to  secure  the  vaccination  of  "special  risk"  personnel. 
The  staff  of  the  department  assisted  in  delivering  supplies  to 
family  doctors  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  the  number  of  International  Vaccination 
Certificates  franked  by  the  Public  Health  Department  rose  from 
its  customary  small  monthly  figure  to  a peak  of  275  in  April. 
During  the  year  1,129  were  franked. 

The  Elderly  and  Infirm 

As  in  previous  years  a great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in 
investigating  problems  associated  with  aged  and  chronic  sick. 

The  increase  in  pressure  from  family  doctors  to  add  support  to 
applications  for  admissions  of  elderly  patients  to  chronic  sick 
beds  was  very  noticeable.  The  length  of  waiting  lists  was  the 
main  limiting  factor.  Prom  the  welfare  angle,  it  became  apparent 
that  the  interest  taken  by  relatives,  neighbours  and  all  types 
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of  voluntary  organization  in  the  possible  steps  to  be  taken  for 
increasing  the  comfort  of  the  elderly,  was  steadily  growing. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  formal  action  was  taken  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  but  informal  action 
was  taken  towards  securing  more  ’’care  and  attention”  in  quite  a 
number  of  cases. 

Group  Housing  for  the  Aged 

During  1962  interest  ip  accommodation  specially  constructed 
for  the  elderly  increased  considerably.  It  is  relevant  to  note 
here  that  the  scheme  for  building  bungalows  for  elderly  people 
in  association  with  a new  County  Council  Old  People  fe  Home  at 
Burbage  will  bridge  the  gap  between  District  Council  housing  and 
County  Council  accommodation  - both  in  a brand  new  setting. 

Maternity  Accommodation 

In  spite  of  the  official  policy  to  concentrate  maternity  beds 
for  Hinckley  and  District  on  a specialist  unit  in  Nuneaton  there 
was  still  quite  a strong  public  demand  for  maternity  beds  in 
Hinckley  and,  at  one  time  it  seemed  that  this  demand  vi/ould  be 
satisfied  if  the  provision  of  beds  in  Hinckley  itself  were  limited 
to  the  "normal  case"  type  which  could  be  accommodated  in  a general 
practitioner  unit.  However,  it  transpired  that  one  of  the  main 
objections  to  accommodation  in  Nuneaton  was  the  actual  journey  to 
ante-natal  sessions  at  the  George  Eliot  Hospital. 

Dental  Treatment 


Earlier  in  the  year  much  publicity  was  given  to  the  difficulty 
experienced  by  some  members  of  the  public  in  obtaining  dental 
treatment  in  Hinckley.  Since  more  dental  surgeons  took  up  practice 
in  the  town,  the  number  of  requests  from  the  public  for  advice  on 
this  matter  diminished  considerably. 

Accident  Prevention 


The  Hinckley  Urban  District  Home  Safety  Committee  (Chairman 
Councillor  J.  G.  S.  Tompkins)  supported  by  the  District  and  County 
Councils  continued  to  issue  propaganda  in  the  form  of  posters, 
displays  and  talks  to  various  meetings. 

The  Swimming  Bath 

During  the  autumn  there  Y/ere  complaints  that  school  children 
were  contracting  plantar  warts  at  the  swimming-bath.  A full  report 
was  submitted  to  the  Estates  and  V/orks  Committee  pointing  out  the 
deficiencies  in  the  present  building  and  the  difficulties  under 
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which  the  present  swimming  hath  staff  were  working  for  the 
maintenance  of  hygiene.  The  Committee  agreed  in  principle  to 
the  provision  of  a new  swimming  bath  and,  meanwhile,  to  look 
into  the  question  of  improving  the  accommodation  in  the  present 
building. 


General 


This  report  follows  the  lines  of  previous  years  and  is  still 
quite  favourable  and  shows  good  progress  in  most  respects. 

I must  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Mel  son  and  the  Public  Health 
Department  staff  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  assistance. 

In  the  welfare  field  I am  particularly  indebted  to  members  of  the 
W.V.S.  and  to  the  Health  Visitors  for  their  practical  assistance. 

In  conclusion  I must  thank  you  Mr,  Chairman  and  the  Members 
of  the  Council  for  your  continued  support  and  encouragement.

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3.  Hospital  Facilities 


These  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

In  addition  to  the  Hinckley  and  District  Hospital  there 
are  general  hospitals  at  Leicester.  Many  patients  attend 
hospitals  in  Nuneaton  which  is  in  the  Birmingham  Regional 
Hospital  Board  Area.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Leicester.  Some  go  to  Whitley 
Isolation  Hospital,  Coventry.  There  are  chronic  sick  beds  at 
Market  Bosworth  (Bosworth  Park  Infirmary  and  Westhaven) , 
Hinckley  (Sunnyside  Hospital)  and  at  other  hospitals  in  the 
County. 

There  is  no  maternity  hospital  accommodation  in  Hinckley.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

In  this  introduction  to  my  Annual  Report  I set  out  some  of  the 
features  worthy  of  comment  in  our  efforts  to  maintain  a high  standard 
of  environmental  hygiene. 

Housing 

(a)  General  Survey 

The  Survey  which  it  was  hoped  would  begin  towards  the  end 
of  the  year,  was  not  in  fact  begun  until  1st  May  1963* 

As  set  out  in  my  previous  Annual  Reports,  the  emphasis 
following  this  Survey  will  be  on  the  reconditioning  or 
repair,  and  retention  of  dwelling  houses. 

The  Survey  will  - 

(a)  ascertain  the  number  of  unfit  houses. 

(b)  classify  them  in  the  degree  of  unfitness. 

(c)  classify  those  houses  capable  of  being  made  satisfactory 
by  (a)  Standard  Grants  and  (b)  Discretionary  Grants. 

(d)  classify  those  streets  or  areas  most  worth  improving 
and 

(e)  ascertain  the  number  of  Houses  let  in  Multiple  Occupation 
and  whether  they  comply  with  the  1962  Regulations . 

It  was  subsequently  deemed  necessary  that  parts  (d)  and  (e) 
would  be  dealt  with  in  a separate  Survey. 

(b)  Standard  Grants  - Queens  Road 

A spot  survey  was  made  to  find  a suitable  street  to  be  used 
for  the  application  of  Standard  Grant  administration  and 
whilst  Queens  Road,  the  area  surveyed  was  not  suitable  as  a 
prototype,  the  owners  of  dwellings  without  the  full  amenities 
were  asked  to  take  advantage  of  the  Act  to  effect  improvements. 
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Another  area  will  be  surveyed  where  conditions  will  be  more 
stiitable  to  be  used  as  a prototype  likely  to  encourage  the 
improvement  of  houses  by  Standard  Grant  procedure. 

The  number  of  private  houses  improved  during  the  year  was 
29  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  administration  of  this 
Scheme  is  not  easy,  there  is  too  much  paper  work , it  would  be 
far  more  effective  if  this  could  be  considerably  reduced  and 
the  time  saved  directed  to  achieving  more  improved  houses. 

The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959  began  to  operate  on 
14th  June  1959.  A system  of  administration  was  developed 
which  after  teething  troubles  settled  down  and  became 
effective  and  acceptable.  Then,  almost  three  years  later 
Practice  Notes  were  published  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  setting  out  their  interpretation  of 
the  1959  Act.  We  were  then  told  our  administration  of 
certain  parts  of  the  Act  was  not  in  accordance  with  the 
Practice  Notes.  The  Circular  and  Practice  Notes  is  a 
useful  document  but  it  should  have  come  out  within  about 
three  or  six  months  of  the  Act  coming  into  operation  and 
not  when  local  authorities  have  already  faced  the  brunt  of 
interpreting  complex  legislation. 

Rent  Act , 1 957 

(a)  On  two  occasions,  tenants  of  decontrolled  houses  withdrew 
complaints  regarding  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  their 
houses  owing  to  the  fear  of  receiving  notice  to  quit. 

It  seems  incongruous  that  an  unprotected  tenant,  usually 
paying  a much  higher  rent,  is  denied  protection  to  ensure 
his  dwelling  is  in  a reasonable  state  of  repair.  Some 
amendment  of  the  law  should  be  effected  to  cover  this  point. 

(b)  In  one  instance,  a tenant  complained  of  disrepair.  We  could 
not  help  him.  After  much  investigation  we  found  he  had  the 
house  on  a full  repairing  tenancy  lease  for  a term  of  ten 
years. 

The  Housing  Act  19^1  provided  for  implied  repairing  obligations 
in  short  leases  of  dwelling  houses  i.e,  for  less  than  seven 
years.  This  period  could  well  be  extended  to  ten  or  fifteen 
years. 
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Food  Complaints 


The  number  of  complaints  regarding  unsatisfactory  food  increased. 
Each  complaint  after  investigation  is  considered  by  the  Health 
Committee.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Committee  decided 
proceedings  should  be  taken  in  two  cases.  The  mechanical  methods 
used  in  food  preparation  and  the  prepacking  of  much  of  the  food 
together  with  the  long  transport  hauls  means  that  complaints 
will  continue.  Great  responsibility  is  placed  upon  the  retailers 
who  should  have  a good  system  of  sto.ck  rotation  and  order  food 
in  quantities  compatible  with  their  daily  requirements  to  ensure 
the  speediest  possible  turnover. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

554  test  trays  have  been  placed  to  check  the  emission  of  grit, 
dust  or  soot.  These  trays  help  considerably  in  our  work  and 
they  are  capable  of  being  stored  for  further  reference. 


Sewerage. 


The  absence  of  sewerage  systems  for  the  Nutts  Lane  part  of 
Clarendon  Ward  and  for  the  Wykin  Village  part  of  Trinity  Ward 
were  considered  and  the  Surveyor  was  asked  to  report  upon  the 
provision  of  suitable  schemes.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


Although  from  a strictly  bacteriological  point  of  view  the 
quality  of  the  mains  water  supply  has  been  maintained  at  a satis- 
factory level  throughout  the  year,  58  bacteriological  and  1 
chemical  samples  submitted  for  laboratory  examination  being  all 
reported  as  satisfactory,  the  potability  of  the  water  supply  has 
not  always  been  of  the  same  standard.  Eleven  complaints  were 
received  by  the  Department  during  the  year,  eight  of  these  rele.ted 
to  discolouration  of  the  water  supply,  varying  from  a light  brown 
to  dirty  and  black,  two  concerned  odour  and  taste  and  one  regarding 
the  presence  of  insects  (i.e.  asellus  acquaticus,  a small  harmless 
freshwater  crustacean) . Following  each  of  these  complaints  a 
visit  is  made  to  the  house,  the  circumstances  investigated  and  a 
bacteriological  sample  is  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Information  regarding  the  complaint  is  pa.ssed  to 
the  District  Engineer  of  the  Water  Board  for  his  action.  The 
Engineer  and  Manager  to  the  Water  Board  states  that  mains  on  new 
estates  are  now  being  laid  in  asbestos  cement  or  with  concrete 
linings  to  prevent  iron  nodular  build  up. 

The  quantity  of  supply  was  satisfactory. 

A new  water  tower  is  in  course  of  erection  at  Barwell  follow- 
ing the  completion  of  the  new  booster  station. 

Examination  of  Drinking  Water  Supplies 

(a)  Town  Water 

58  bacteriological  and  1 chemical  sample  taken  during  the  year, 
were,  as  above,  reported  satisfactory. 

(b)  Well  Water 

62  samples  of  shallow  well  water  were  submitted  for  examin- 
ation, of  these  52  were  satisfactory,  the  remaining  10  being 
uns  at is  f ac  t ory . 

3 of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  we  re  taken  from  the  transport 
cafe,  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  where  regular  samples  are 
taken  to  check  the  efficiency  of  the  chlorination  plant. 

Two  appeared  to  be  due  to  an  insufficient  dosage  of  hypo- 
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chlorite  and  the  third  was  due  to  the  deterioration  of  the 
hypochlorite  solution.  These  matters  were  remedied  immed- 
iately and  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory.  Two  other 
unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  an  isolated  individual 
unfit  house  where  the  Council  have  accepted  an  undertaking  to 
make  the  house  fit,  this  undertaking  including  of  course  the 
provision  of  a wholesome  water  supply.  The  house  is  at  present 
vacant  pending  the  implementation  of  the  undertaking.  The 
remaining  samples  were  taken  in  connection  with  a living  van 
application,  the  van  being  subsequently  removed  to  another  site. 

Two  well  supplies  were  discontinued  during  the  year,  a piped 
mains  supply  being  provided  for  the  houses. 

Water  Supply  to  Dwelling  Houses  in  the  District 

Of  the  41 ,840  persons  living  in  the  14,075  houses  in  the 
Urban  District,  41,601  living  in  13,973  houses  have  an  internal 
piped  supply  of  mains  water,  58  people  in  32  houses  have  their 
supplies  from  external  standposts  and  187  people  in  the  remaining 
70  houses  are  dependent  on  well  or  spring  supplies. 

A further  reduction  has  been  obtained  in  the  number  of 
external  standpost  supplies  due  to  Clearance  Area  procedure. 

Well  supplies  were  replaced  by  a piped  mains  water  supply  in 
two  cases. 

A total  of  2150  yards  of  new  water  main  was  laid  by  the 
Water  Undertaking,  517  yards  being  laid  in  asbestos  cement 
pipes. 

2.  SWERAGE  AM)  SWAGE  DISPOSAL 


In  conjunction  with  the  new  Industrial  Estate  in  Coventry 
Road  a sewer  was-  laid  which  enabled  four  houses  to  be  connected 
to  the  sewer  and  the  cesspools  in  use  to  be  discontinued.  A 
new  pumping  station  was  constructed  in  this  scheme.  The 
provision  of  a new  sewer  in  Ashby  Road  was  nearing  completion 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  this  will  enable  fourteen  houses  and  one 
public  house  to  be  connected  to  the  main  sewer  and  the  large 
joint  cesspool  serving  the  premises  to  be  discontinued.  A 
relief  sewer  was  also  constructed  in  Breach  Lane,  Earl  Shilton 
to  eliminate  overcharging  of  the  sewer  manhole  in  Station  Road, 
which  occurred  when  the  rising  main  from  the  Station  Road 
pumping  station  was  in  operation. 
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Following  a drainage  survey  of  Wykin  Village  the  Surveyor 
is  investigating  the  possibility  of  sewering  this  area,  and  a 
similar  investigation  is  being  made  of  the  Nutts  Lane  area. 

A scheme  for  a relief  sewer  to  obviate  flooding  caused  by 
surcharge  of  the  sewer  in  the  Hawley  Road/Southfield  Road  area 
following  heavy  rain  storms  is  also  under  consideration. 

3.  CESSPOOLS 


There  are  30  septic  tanks  and  110  cesspools  in  the  district 
serving  183  premises,  mainly  at  premises  out  of  reach  of  the 
public  sewers.  Emptying  of  these  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  is 
undertaken  by  the  Council  on  payment,  a mechanical  suction 
vehicle  being  employed  for  the  purpose. 

4.  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  16123  water  closets  in  the  district  and  95  pail 
closets,  the  latter  being  mainly  at  isolated  premises  out  of 
reach  of  the  public  sewer.  Two  pail  closets  were  converted  to 
water  closets  during  the  year  and  seven  discontinued  as  a result 
of  Clearance  Area  or  other  procedure. 

5.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  & Surveyor 
and  the  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  land  in 
the  Earl  Shilton  Ward.  It  is  understood  that  the  provision  of 
an  alternative  site  for  tipping  purposes  is  being  investigated 
due  to  the  limited  space  remaining  at  the  Earl  Shilton  site. 

Trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  partially  controlled  tipping 
on  land  in  the  Barwell  Ward.  A considerable  amount  of  combustible 
material  is  sorted  and  burned  at  this  tip,  and  as  no  incinerator 
is  available  this  is  burned  in  open  heaps,  often  with  the  possib- 
ility of  nuisance  to  neighbouring  built  up  areas. 

Seven  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  in  use,  composed  of 
three  large  S.D.  rear  loading  vehicles  and  four  Karrier  Bantam 
side  loading  vehicles.  The  S.D.  rear  loading  vehicles  greatly 
improve  the  facilities  for  collection,  their  much  larger  capacity 
reducing  the  number  of  journeys  necessary  for  tipping  and  also 
minimise  the  possibility  of  dust  nuisance  during  loading. 
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Salvage  in  the  form  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  is  collected 
by  open  lorry  from  trade  premises. 

Whilst  a weekly  collection  is  aimed  at  this  is  difficult 
to  maintain  due  to  illness,  inclement  weather  etc.  with  the 
result  that  collections  are  often  at  ten  day  intervals. 

Visits  are  made  and  treatment  carried  out  as  necessary 
to  control  vermin  infestations  which  may  occur  at  the  tips. 

DUSTBINS 


451  visits  were  made  to  1 65  premises  regarding  the  renewal 
of  defective  dustbins.  At  131  of  these  premises  new  dustbins 
were  provided,  whilst  in  3 other  cases  unsatisfactory  bins  were 
suitably  repaired.  31  dustbins  were  still  in  need  of  renewal 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  resort 
to  statutory  proceedings  to  obtain  the  renewal  of  dustbins.

10.  SHOPS  ACT 

The  overall  survey  of  the  shops  in  the  District  which 
was  commenced  in  1 96 i was  continued  during  the  year.  307 
premises  were  inspected,  a total  of  328  visits  being  made 
for  the  purpose.  2 55  contraventions  were  discovered  these 
mainly  related  to  the  display  of  the  requisite  Notices. 

Three  new  water  closets  were  provided  at  three  pr anises  and 
a heating  system  overhauled  at  one  premises.  Contraventions 
have  been  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  shopkeepers  and 
re-visits  will  be  made  to  ensure  they  are  abated. 

11.  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  are  22  licensed  sites  in  the  Urban  District,  all 
these  being  for  single  van  occupation.  At  present  there  are 
20  vans  on  these  sites.  A new  applications  for  sites  were 
made  during  the  year  and  planning  decision  is  awaited  in  one 
case.  Planning  permission  was  refused  in  one  instance. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  occupier  of  one 
caravan,  on  a site  which  had  received  a run  down  planning 
permission,  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  Code  Conditions. 

The  Magistrates  inflicted  a penalty  of  £1  • provided  the  site 
was  vacated  forthwith.  The  site  was  vacated  during  the  next 
day.  This  caravan  which  was  occupied  by  parents  and  young 
children  under  very  unsatisfactory  conditions  was.  on  the  site 
for  thirteen  months.  Application  for  a site  licence  was  made 
on  20th  October  1961  and  we  were  informed  that  application 
for  planning  permission  was  made  on  the  same  day.  Planning 
permission  was  received  on  25th  January  1962  and  despite  many 
visits  and  attempts  to  help  the  occupier  very  little  was  done 
to  meet  the  moderate  Code  Conditions  required.  Eventually, 
with  reluctance,  proceedings  were  instituted. 

The  year's  experience  of  administration  of  this  Act 
further  confirms  my  remarks  made  to  you  last  year  regarding 
the  unsatisfactory  conditions  which  can  exist  on  caravan  sites 
■until  Code  Conditions  can  be  required. 
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12.  REGULATED  BUILD INGS 

There  are  no  offensive  trade  premises  in  the  area. 

13.  PET  ANIMALS  ACT.  1951 

The  number  of  premises  licensed  under  this  Act  remains 
at  three.  Each  of  the  premises  was  inspected  during  the 
year  and  was  being  satisfactorily  conducted,  no  contraventions 
being  found. 

14.  RAG-  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

Five  premises  are  registered  under  the  Act  for 
upholstering  etc.,  one  premises  having  been  demolished 
during  the  year.  There  are  no  licensed  premises  for  the 
manufacture  or  storage  of  rag  flock. 

15.  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

81  recorded  observations  were  made  on  chimneys  at  25 
premises  and  a total  of  296  inspections  was  made  for  smoke 
control  purposes.  The  observations  revealed  excessive  smoke 
emissions  on  14  occasions  at  11  premises.  554  test  plates 
were  put  down  in  connection  with  grit  or  soot  nuisances  at 
5 industrial  premises  arxL  48  of  these  plates  revealed  deposits 
of  grit  or  soot  of  sufficient  density  to  cause  nuisance. 

423  visits  were  made  for  all  purposes  regarding  grit  or  soot 
emissions.

In  one  other  case  the  provision  of  over  fire  air  jets 
was  in  hand.  Technical  consultants  are  visiting  one  other 
plant  with  a view  to  abating  a nuisance  and  in  a third  case 
an  increased  height  to  the  chimney  stack  has  been  suggested 
to  eliminate  nuisance. 

One  grit  and  soot  nuisance  was  caused  by  breakdown  to 
plant  and  was  promptly  abated. 
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The  new  boiler  plant  has  now  been  installed  at  the  Dye 
Works  mentioned  in  previous  Reports.  This  has  resulted  in 
the  abatement  of  the  smoke  nuisance,  but  soot  and  grit 
nuisances  from  this  plant  have  occasionally  occurred.  The 
management  were  greatly  concerned  with  these  occasional 
nuisances  and  have  experimented  with  five  different  types  of 
fuel  in  an  effort  to  avoid  such  emissions.  An  improvement 
has  been  effected.  A soot  eliminator  powder  has  been  used 
with  some  success  to  minimise  soot  emission. 

ERADICATION  OF  VERMIN 

291  visits  were  made  to  51  premises  for  the  treatment 
and  eradication  of  insect  pests  and  vermin  other  than  rats 
and  mice.  No  cases  of  bed  bug  or  flea  infestation  occurred, 
the  main  infestations  dealt  with  being  ants,  beetles  and  wasps' 
and  bees'  nests.  51  premises  were  cleared  of  ants,  12  of  beetles 
and  11  wasps*  and  bees'  nests  were  dealt  with.  A nominal  charge 
is  made  for  the  treatments. 


VERMINOUS  PERSONS

An  undertaking  was  given  on  5th  March  not  to  relet  this  house 
until  such  time  as  a schedule  of  works  to  make  the  house  fit  had 
been  complied  with.  The  necessary  works  were  not  commenced  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Following  undertakings  given  in  1961  to  complete  works  to  make 
premises  fit  for  human  habitation,  the  specified  works  were  com- 
pleted at  the  first  Bungalow,  Wykin  Fields,  Wykin,  and  almost  all 
completed  at  48  Windsor  Street,  Burbage.  A further  undertaking 
given  in  respect  of  The  Bungalow,  Hydes  Pastures,  Watling  Street, 
Hinckley  was  not  proceeded  with,  the  new  owners  demolishing  the 
bungalow  and  commencing  the  erection  of  a new  bungalow  on  the  site. 
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By  the  end  of  the  year  preparations  were  considerably 
advanced  for  the  next  General  Housing  Survey.  Whilst  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  Survey  will  reveal  some  unfit  houses 
which  will  need  to  be  dealt  with  I feel  that  its  main  use 
will  be  to  pinpoint  those  sub- standard  houses  which  by  wise 
expenditure  and  the  possible  use  of  Standard  or  Discretionary 
Grant  procedure  may  be  made  into  satisfactory  units  of  housing 
accommodation  for  many  years  to  come.  The  rapid  growth  of  this 
District  in  the  late  19th  and  early  20th  centuries  led  to  the 
erection  of  many  terraces  of  houses  which,  although  of  basically 
sound  construction  have  various  sanitary  defects,  lack  the 
accepted  modern  amenities  and  are  ripe  for  reconditioning  and 
modernisation.  Whilst  future  Slum  Clearance  demands  may  be 
light  by  comparison  with  other  recent  years  I feel  a large 
field  of  opportunity  is  open  in  prolonging  the  life  of  such 
houses  by  making  full  use  of  the  powers  conferred  by  the 
Housing  Act  and  by  offering  Standard  or  Discretionary  G-rants 
wherever  possible.

STANDARD  GRANTS 


90  new  applications  were  received  during  the  year 
and  were  approved.  of  the  applications  were  for  owner 
occupied  houses  and  12  were  in  respect  of  rented  properties. 

Provision  of  the  amenities  was  satisfactorily  completed 
at  65  private  houses  during  the  year,  and  the  provision  of 
standard  amenities  was  also  completed  at  51  Counoil  houses. 

In  addition  the  provision  of  amenities  at  67  Council  houses 
in  Avenue  North  and  Avenue  South,  Earl  Shilton  was  nearing 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

On  receipt  of  Circular  42/62  from  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  consideration  of  Street 
Improvement  Schemes  was  given  by  the  Health  Committee. 

As  it  was  inopportune  due  to  staffing  difficulties  and 
the  imminence  of  the  new  General  Housing  Survey  now  in 
preparation  to  complete  an  Immediate  survey  of  the  whole 
district,  the  Committee  instructed  me  to  make  a "spot  survey" 
of  a likely  street  for  such  a scheme.  Queens  Road,  Hinckley 
was  chosen  for  this  "spot  survey".  This  street  consists  of 
terraces  of  houses  built  between  1890  and  1906.  Of  the  121 
houses,  96  were  surveyed,  the  remaining  25  being  houses 
where  it  was  not  possible  to  gain  admission. 

55  of  the  96  houses  were  found  to  have  some  standard 
amenities  as  follows 

5 had  all  5 amenities  (3  following  Standard 
22  had  4 amenities 
9 had  3 amenities 
15  had  2 amenities 
4 had  1 amenity. 

39  of  the  houses  were  rented,  6 of  these  having  some 
of  the  amenities,  the  remaining  57  were  owner  occupied. 
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50  of  the  houses  had  2 bedrooms  with  attics  over  and  the 
remainder  had  either  2 or  3 normal  bedrooms.  The  provision 
of  a bathroom  in  the  attic  type  of  house  poses  various  diffic- 
ulties in  respect  of  drainage,  water  supply  etc.  and  conversion 
would  more  easily  be  carried  out  by  a ground  floor  extension, 
the  latter  would  also  apply  in  the  case  of  the  two  bedroomed 
type  of  house.  As  however,  due  to  the  terraced  type  of  house 
with  a covered  central  entry  serving  several  houses  with  a 
a common  approach  along  the  rear  of  the  houses, it  would  be 
most  difficult  to  effect  an  extension  at  the  rear  of  such 
houses  due  to  difficulties  of  altering  rights  of  way,  it 
was  felt  that  this  was  not  an  ideal  street  for  a Street 
Improvement  scheme.  The  construction  of  the  houses  was  of 
varying  types  and  would  make  it  difficult  to  arrange  a typical 
demonstration  house  and  to  supply  costs  for  comparative 
purposes.  On  considering  the  report  the  Committee  decided  the 
street  was  not  suitable  for  a scheme,  but  that  the  owners 
could  be  written  to  and  requested  to  consider  an  application 
for  a Standard  Grant.  This  was  done  and  enquiries  from 
prospective  applicants  are  being  dealt  with.  A further  "spot 
survey"  of  another  apparently  more  suitable  street  is  being 
arranged.  The  Committee  also  decided  that  during  the  General 
Housing  Survey  which  it  is  hoped  to  commence  early  in  1963 
that  opportunity  should  be  taken  of  assessing  streets  for  the 
purposes  of  Street  Improvement  schemes.

Although  all  the  samples  were  reported  as  satisfactory  the 
analyst  on  one  occasion  suggested  that  increased  sterilising 
efficiency  would  be  obtained  by  increasing  the  free  chlorine 
content.  The  pH  values  varied  between  7 & 8. 
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A complaint  of  the  alleged  increase  in  incidence  of 
verrucae  in  persons  using  the  swimming  baths  led  to  an  invest 
igation  being  made  with  a view  to  redesigning  the  baths  to 
improve  the  changing  accommodation  and  to  ensure  use  of  the 
footbath  before  they  can  enter  the  water.  The  matter  was 
under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year.

17  of  the  samples  taken  were  of  soft  frozen  ice-cream, 
one  of  which  was  placed  in  Grade  III.  subsequent  samples 
from  the  same  dealer  proving  to  be  satisfactory.  The 
sale  of  this  type  of  ice-cream  has  become  more  marked 
in  recent  years  due  to  the  production  of  smaller  and 
more  compact  freezers  which  can  readily  be  carried  on 
vehicles  several  of  which  operate  within  the  district 
from  neighbouring  authorities.  Soft  ice-cream  is  also 
made  at  one  food  shop  in  the  district.  A sterilised  or 
pasteurised  mix  is  used,  supplied  in  sealed,  airtight 
containers.  This  is  emptied  into  a tank  from  whence  it 
is  fed  by  means  of  a drip  feed  or  a pump  into  the 
freezing  compartment.  Following  freezing  the  ice-cream 
is  delivered  to  the  service  nozzle  at  a temperature  of 
about  23  F.  Maintenance  of  hygiene,  for  this  process 
is  of  paramount  importance  and  needs  very  close  obser- 
vation, . .

During  the  yean  10,430  animals  were  killed  and  inspected  as 
against  9,024  for  1961. 

A dramatic  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  food 
animals  killed  in  this  district  has  occurred  over  the  past  10  years, 
mainly  due  to  the  Tuberculosis  eradication  scheme  operated  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  to  the  selective  buying 
by  individual  butchers  since  the  ending  of  control  in  June  1954. 


The  following  table  for  the  past  ten  years  illustrates  this 
decrease  in  the  tuberculosis  incidence.

Y/hilst  the  tuberculosis  incidence  has  declined,  cysticercus 
bovis  seems  to  be  increasing,  and  constant  vigilance  has  to  be 
maintained  to  detect  animals  suffering  from  salmonellosis.  Thorough 
examination  of  each  carcase  is  therefore  still  most  necessary. 


The  number  of  animals  killed  increased  from  9,024  last  year 
to  10,430.  820  visits  were  made  for  meat  inspection  purposes  at 

the  various  slaughterhouses,  inspection  after  normal  working  hours 
being  carried  out  where  necessary.

A total  of  10  cwts.  6 lbs.  2-g-  ozs.  of  varied  unsound 
foodstuffs  was  condemned  and  disposed  of  by  piercing  the  tins, 
staining  of  certain  foods  and  then  burying  or  burning  them  at 
one  of  our  refuse  disposal  tips.

30.  FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 


Under  the  provisions  of  Section  27  of  the  Licensing  Act 
1961  local  authorities  are  specifically  empowered  to  object 
to  applications  for  registration  of  Clubs  on  the  grounds 
that  the  premises  are  not  suitable  or  convenient  regarding 
their  character  and  condition.  These  powers  came  into 
operation  regarding  Club  licences  on  3rd  August  1961, 
regarding  restaurant  licences  on  1st  November  1961  and  those 
relating  to  Clubs,  other  than  club  licences  on  1st  March  1962. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Council  receives  the  applications  and 
passes  them  on  to  the  Health  Department  for  inspection  under 
the  Regulations  and  a report  on  the  premises. 

25  premises  were  inspected  and  in  23  cases  it  was 
necessary  to  draw  attention  to  varying  items  relating  to 
interior  surfaces,  washing  facilities  and  sanitary  accommod- 
ation. The  Magistrates,  in  these  cases,  granted  licences 
for  one  year  to  give  the  applicants  time  to  have  the  work 
done.  They  could  then  again  apply  next  year  when  the  issue 
of  licences  for  a longer  period  would  be  considered.

FOOD  COMPLAINTS 


19  complaints  were  received  regarding  foodstuffs  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  13  over  those  recorded  during  1961. 

The  foods  complained  of  were ; - 


Meat  amd  meat  products,  including  pies  ..  3 
fish  . .

1 
a foreign  object  in  a sweet  . , 1 
a contaminated  mineral  water  bottle,  and  .,  1 
mould  in  a cake . . . 1 
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On  receiving  a food  complaint  from  a consumer  full 
details  are  obtained  as  to  the  nature  of  the  complaint, 
the  purchase  of  the  food  and  whether  the  complainant  is 
willing  to  give  evidence  should  summary  proceedings  "be 
taken.  The  retailer  is  visited,  conditions  at  the  shop 
are  checked  and  the  food  complained  of  is  produced  for 
the  retailer’s  inspection.  Where  necessary  the  manufact- 
urer or  wholesaler  is  contacted  and  given  the  opportunity 
of  examining  the  food.  The  full  information  is  then  placed 
before  the  Health  Committee  who  consider  each  case  on  its 
merits,  and  decide  the  action  to  be  taken. 

In  two  cases  it  was  decided  to  institute  proceedings 
as  follows 

(a)  Mouldy  Steak  & Kidney  Pie 

The  retailer  was  prosecuted  under  Section  2.  of  the 
Food  & Drugs  Act  1 955>  and  was  fined  £3*3.0. 

(b)  Loaf  containing  Insects  & Dark  Markings 

The  retailer  was  prosecuted  under  Section  2.  of  the 
Food  & Drugs  Act  1 935 - He  successfully  joined  the 
manufacturer  in  the  prosecution  and  was  himself 
acquitted.  The  case  continued  against  the  manuf- 
acturers who  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  £25.  and 
ordered  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  witnesses. 

In  fourteen  of  the  other  instances  the  Committee  decided 
warning  letters  should  be  sent  to  the  vendors  or  manufacturers 
concerned,  advising  them  that  a recurrence  may  lead  to  summary 
proceedings. 

Present  day  mass  production  methods  would  appear  to 
contribute  to  the  cause  of  many  food  complaints.  Far  too 
much  reliance  is  placed  on  the  mechanical  efficiency  of 
food  making  or  mixing  machines  which  often  make  it  impossible 
for  adequate  human  inspection  of  the  end  product.  Other 
contributory  causes  appear  to  be  the  lack  of  knowledge  by 
retailers  of  the  uses  of  refrigeration,  particularly  the  deep 
freeze  cabinets  so  common  in  shops  nowadays,  which  though 
admirable  when  properly  maintained  for  the  storage  of  frozen 
foods  can  cause  considerable  damage  to  such  things  as  cooked 
meat  pies  which  the  shopkeeper  in  ignorance  often  places  in 
them.  Food  is  also  too  often  stored  in  a refrigerator  over 
night,  fetched  out  during  the  day  for  display  purposes  and 
returned  each  evening  for  further  refrigerated  storage, 
resulting  in  a rapid  deterioration  and  danger  to  the  customer. 

Whilst  refrigeration  is  a present  day  boom  it  can,  with 
wrong  usage  be  a health  hazard.

46  inspections  of  the  weekly  open  market  were  made, the 
6 contraventions  found  being  all  abated. 

A considerable  improvement  has  been  effected  by  the 
construction  of  public  sanitary  conveniences,  containing 
washing  facilities  immediately  accessible  to  the  stall- 
holders • 

33.  FOOD  POISONING- 


One  confirmed  case  of  Salmonella  typhi-murium  was 
notified  during  the  year  following  hospital  diagnosis. 

In  addition  investigations  were  carried  out  at  five  other 
suspected  cases  but  in  none  of  these  was  a causative  agent 
identified.
